THE TENURE-OF-OF FICE LAW. 


There is another hitch in the re- 
peal of the Tenure-of-Office bill. Some 
mistakes—perbaps those suggested by 
Senator Morton—znecessitate ite re- 
turn to Congress, where the dirty 
thing will likely be turned over 
again and amended to suit both parties. 
The Senate having tasted the sweets of 
power, are loth tosurrender them; boe- 
sides, they are dismayed at the fearful 
number of GRANT’s friends and relatives 
yet to be provided for. So- far, none 
others have been called upon to fill posi- 
tiona under the Government; and it is 
well known ia Washington that theu- 


eands more of the same sort await the | 


repeal of this bill when they expect 
to succeed the appointees of Joun- 
SON, Whom and the Senute 
are equally anxious to remove, If the 
Senate had any guarantee that Grant 
‘would to any extent appreciable by their 
friends be guided in his- appointments 
by them, we have no doubt they would 
without hesitancy repoal this law and give 
what time remaine before adjournment 
to the consideration of more lezitimate 
measures. Asit is they have no such 
guarantees. Hence their tenacity, in spite 
of the remonstrances of the people and 
the demands of the press that they cease 
to fritter away their time upon 
a question so simple of aclu- 
tion. As Senator THURMAN éaid in his 
recent speech there are but two inter- 
pretations of which it is susceptible : one 
that gives the President the unqualified 
- power of removal, and one that requires 
the cencurrence of the Senate in the ex- 
ercise of the power of removal. His 
view is, that it is wholly a constitutional 
question, and not one for legislation. 1s 
the power of removal vested in the 
President alone, or is the concurrence of 
the Senate necessary totbe exercise of 
that power? If, he said,in the opinion 
of the Senate it ise vested solely in the 
President, then the Ciyil Tenure-of-O!- 
fice act ought to be repealed. If, in the 
opinion of the Senate, he does not poesess 
that unqualified power, but the assent of 
the Senate is neceesary to a removal, 
then some such law asthe present one 
ought to stand as the law of the land. 

In their eagerness for power, and to 
continue the dispensers of place, the 
Senate has refused to adopt either of the 
solutions of the learned’ Senator from 
Onie, and have madea mess out of which 
they cannot hope to emerge without

LATEST NEWS. 


From New York—The Union Pacific 


Railroad War—The Company's Safe 
Broken Open by the Sheriff—Origin of 
the Difficulty— Weed and sSeward—pro- 
testiog Commercial Paper——The In- 
dian War—Report of Custar’s Move- 
ments—Riseue of Two White Men— 
Probable End of the War. 


FROM NEW YORK. 
New York, April 2, 1809. 
A rewarkable scene occurred to-day at 


the office of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
in Nassau street. Under order of Judge 


Barnard, Wm. M. Tweed, jr., the Re- 
ceiver, appointed by the Judge, appeared 
in the office, accompanied by Sheriff 
O'Brien’a deputies, and without other 
opposition than sa warning to jeave on 
pain of being prosecuted, civilly and 
criminally proceeded to the work of 
breaking open the safe. The operation 
was fiuished at about half-past four 
o’elock, and what books were found were 
takea before A. A. Redfield, who appears 
to have been some days ego eppointed 
Referee by Judge Barnerd. 

The evidence of Mr. Tuttle, Assistant 
Treosurer of the Company, was partiaily 
taken, ard the bocks were then com- 
mitted to the Receiver until to-morrow, 
when they will be taken before Judge 
Barnard. With one exception, the books 
captured aresome two years old, the 
newer one embracing a portion of the 
transsctions down to December last. 

Simuitaneous'y with these proceed- 
ings, av attempt has been made to 
direetly stab the credit of the company 
by the circulation of rumors that their 
paper or accepiances had gone to protest, 
which is without ihe slighest fouadation, 
and by equally false statements that ite 
bonds were dow» to 62%c. 

It appears that a few bonds were 
icaind ob the market for cash and sold 
down to 85, but the depreciation was 
qnickly checked by unlimited offers by 
tbe Company at 99, they having within 
a few days refused an offer for one mil- 
lion at the latter rate, Tiese transac- 
tions have no effect on the operations of 
the line of road which is being carried 
forward rapidiy to coinpletion. 

It appears that the recent proceedings 
of James Fisk, jr., before Judge Bar- 
nerd, originated as follows: In the fail 
of 1867, there was an active contest be- 
tween two parties among the stock- 
holders of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company to control an spproaching 
election of directors. 

At that time Fisk tendered a subscrip- 
tion for $1 000,000«f thes ock, on which 
he offered to pay fifty-five cents on the 
dollar. The treasurer of the Company 
refused to receive this subscription unless 
the stock should be paid up in full, ac- 
cerding to the requirements of tus char- 
ter. Varioug otber parties tendered sub- 
scriptions amounting to $15,000,000 on 
the same terme, ali of which were re- 
fused for the same reason, a3 if was 
known they would be offered. Fisk 
afterward bought six shares cf stock of 
the par value or $600, which is the entire 
amount of his interest in the Company.

THE [NDIAN WAR. 
Str. Louis, April 2. 


A lovg report was received af military 
headquarters this morning, from Gen. 
Custur, detailing his operations in the 
field. After breaking camp at Medicine 
Bluff Creek, fresh signs of Indians were 
discovered on the 12¢h of March, and the 
whcls command, numbering fifieen hua- 
dred men, wmeoved forward rapidly, 
making daily marches twor three times 
aslong a8 those cf the Indians. Tents 
were buraed, and ali blankets except one 
per map, end a!! surplus clothing shared 
the sama fate. Oatnel5 h they reached 
a camp-ground which had been aban- 
doned ovly twe days before. 

About the same time oe herd of ponies 

in charge of twenty Indians was di:cov- 
ered. Custar determined to capture the 
herd, aud, afier proceeding some two 
miles, 88% the Indians partialiy con- 
gealed bebind the sandhills. After a 
good deal of signaling, eight of them 
came out, from whom Custar learned 
that 160 Cheyenne lodges were en- 
camped within ten or tweive miles on a 
smail stream, 
Mediciae Arrow, the Chief of the 
Cheyennes, and other nofei chiefs, then 
rode up. Among the 200 lodges wera 
those of the Dog Soldier, the most mis- 
chievous, blood-thirsty and barbarous 
band of Indians that infest the plaine, 

Custar first intended to attack this vil. 
lage, but when he discovered the Chey- 
enbes held two white female captives, 
Mrs. Morgan and Miss White, he con- 
cluded pot to do 60, at least until he had 
these women out of the hands of the sav- 
ages. He therefore went with Medicina 
Arrow to hia lodge in the center of the 
village, where the priccipal chiefs were 
asaembied. 

Before entering the village he per- 
ceived the greatest excitement, and no- 
tieed that everything was prepared for 
flight, and Custar thinks that had be 
then attacked them with his fatigued 
troops, he cou!d not have effected more 
than & capture of their lodges. ; 
Custar ordered the arrest of two chiefs, 
Big Head and Dull Kuaife, tutending to 
hold them under guard as hostages for 
the white women C2p'ives. After con- 
siderable parleying, aud only when the 
rope and tree were chosen, did the Iu- 
dians deliver up their captives, 

The story of their treatment told by 


barous crusities and enormous indigni- 
ties, that it is surprising that civil zed 
beings could have endured it and sur- 
yived.

The Iudians €xpre nselves heart- 
ily sick of the war, au e willing to go 
to that part of the co uy which has 
been designated for the:::,and are ready:

Fire—Kiver Road--Major Sykes-Dr 
tioerney’s Analysis—The Pacifiic—New 
Read—Pensacoia aud Chattanocoga—

—The loes by the fire on Friday night 
to the Obio road, will not amount to over 
sixteen thousand dollars. This is con- 
siderable—but not oear so bad as firat re- 
ported. 

—Another section of the Central Pa- 
cific Railread was completed last weck, 
making 590 miies of track east of Sacra- 
mento. 

—It isa proposed to coastruct a broad 
guage from Suspension Bridge, 
extending through Lockport, Royalton, 
Alabama and Oakfisid to Batavia, to 
connect with the Erie at Batavia, and 
the Great Weetern at the Bridge, 

—There has just been a heavy Jand slide 
on the Virginia and Tennessee Railroad, 
somewhere on the Blue Ridge.

alterations of said bridge. 

—Among structures brought 
into mse in railroad’ buailding of 
late, none perhaps are more remarkable 
than the snow shede built over the more 
exposed portion of the Central Pacific 
Railroad. That road, it will be remem- 
bered, crosses the Sierra Nevada at an 
elevation of 7000 feet. Thesheds, which 
have been often alluded to, no doubt have 
been taken by many readera to be tem- 
porary and scattered buildings. Ia fact 
they form in effsct one continuous build- 
ing twenty-two miles long, put up in the 
strongest manner, and intended to last 


{for all time, due repairs being made 


when required. The shed is 16 feet in 
width and 16 feetin height, not inciud- 
ing the pitch of the roof. A'l the timber 
used is of the best quality to be had. 
The sides are enclosed, and were it not 
for the fact that daylight penetrates 
through the spaces between the boards, 
the whole affair would be like a huge 
tunnel. The building ia braced together 
ina most effective manner, and is, in 
addition, firmly bolted to the rocks 
wherever the road nears the face of a cliff. 
Where snow slides are to ba feared, an 
extension of the roof has been carried to 


| the cliffs, so thet falling masses shall pass 


over the building and lodge on the other 
side. In many places where the side 
tracks are Iccated, the building is wider 
than stated above. More thau 40,000,000 
feet of lamber have been used in its con- 
struction. It covers an area of more 
than 18 000,000 square feet, or nearly 44 
acres. Oae of the bast proofs of the sta- 
bility of the structure is in the fagt that, 
with the exception of a few mies whicb 
had not nét been really completed, it 
thoroughly anewered the purpose for 
which it was designed during the recent 
severe storm, in which it was subjected 
to the most severe test. We have on
